RASMUSSEN  reported  that, 
although  a “rare  speciman,”  he 
was  afforded  extremely  genial 
and  cooperative  treatment  by 
the  administration,  teachers,  and 
fellow  students.  The  teachers 
even  took  time  out  to  explain 
jokes  told  in  class. 

Fellow  students  were  eager  to 
hear  his  viewpoints  on  Latter- 
day  Saint  theology  and  organi- 
zation. He  was  invited  to  partic- 
ipate in  ceremonies  performed 
at  the  synagogue. 

AS  A RESULT  of  the  exper- 
ience, Prof.  Rasmussen  said  that 
his  appreciation  for  Jewish 
people  and  their  scholarship  has 
been  greatly  enhanced. 

He  recommended  that  the 
LDS  Church  as  a whole  inform 
itself  of  the  principles  of  Jew- 
ish doctrine.  He  said  that  LDS 
people  should  determine  how  the 
two  sects  are  similar  and  how 
they  are  different.  After  this  has 
been  done,  they  need  to  antici- 
pate the  teaching  of  the  gospel 
to  Jewish  people  when  they 
show  a willingness  to  learn  it. 

Professor  Rasmussen  attended 
Dropsie  College  to  study  the 
Hebrew  language  and  teaching 
of  the  Old  Testament  as  a re- 
quirement towards  the  comple- 
tion of  his  doctorate.

AIMING  FOR  a quota  of  250 
pints  of  blood,  the  Brigham 
Young  University  ROTC  unit 
will  begin  seeking  student 
pledges  Nov.  21,  22,  and  23  to 
donate  blood  to  the  American 
Red  Cross  Bloodmobile  that  will 
be  on  campus  Nov.  29  and  30. 

According  to  Sponsor  Donna 
Mendenhall  and  Cadet  Dick 
Bell,  po-chairmen  of  the  blood 
drive,  booths  will  be  open  in  the 
lobbies  of  the  Eyring  Science 
Center  and  Smith  Building  be- 
ginning at  8 a.m.  on  Nov.  21 
A member  of  the  Arnold  Air 
Society  or  Sponsor  Corps  will 
be  at  each  booth  to  answer  any 
questions  donors  may  have  con- 
cerning the  blood  drive. 

ACCORDING  TO  Dr.  Kenneth 
R.  Nelson,  Medical  Director  of 
the  Intermountain  Regional 
Blood  Center,  and  Elmer  Simms, 
Utah  County  Shapter  manager 
of  the  American  Red  Cross,  any 
person  between  the  ages  of  18 
and  60  may  donate,  however, 
students  between  18  and  21  who 
single  must  bring  consent 
from  their  parents  or  their 
guardian.  Dr.  Nelson  empha- 
sized that,  contrary  to  the  belief 
of  many,  there  are  no  weight 
restrictions  on  blood  donors. 

In  answer  to  past  questions 


Plans  Submitted  for  Separation 
Of  IOC  to  Self-Governing  Bodies 


concerning  diseases,  Dr.  Nelson 
stated  that  anyone  having  jaun- 
dice of  virus  origin  may  donate 
for  fractionation  purposes  pro- 
vided the  disease  had  not  b 
present  in  the  two  year  pei 
immediately  previous.  Blood  to 
be  used  for  fractionation  separ- 
ating basic  elements  is  just  as 
important  as  whole  blood  for 
transfusion  purposes,  Dr.  Nel- 
son said. 

THOSE  WOULD-BE-donors 
with  a history  of  malaria  are 
acceptable  for  transfusion  ser- 
vice provided  no  symptoms  have 
appeared  during  the  last  two 
years.  Those  donors  with  a his- 
tory of  malaria  with  symptoms 
occuring  during  the  previous 
two  year  period  but  not  during 
the  immediate  six  months  per- 
iod are  acceptable  for  fraction- 
ation purposes. 

Dr.  Nelson  and  Simms  em- 
phasized that  their  are  no  re- 
strictions on  diet  before  or  af- 
ter donating  blood.  All  who  are 
interested  in  donating  blood  are 
encouraged  to  come  to  the  blood- 
mobile  and  consult  the  doctor 
on  any  problems  they  may  have. 

Dr.  Nelson  stated  that  the  250 
pints  of  blood  donated  on  this 
campus  and  those  of  others  are 
to  go  to  blook  banks  of  Veterans 
and  military  hospitals  of  Utah.

RECOMMENDATIONS  for  a 
complete  revision  of  Inter-Or- 
ganizational Council,  including 
disbanding  the  general  assem- 
bly, have  been  proposed  by  a 
committee  drawing  up  an  honor 
system  court  plan. 

Jack  Jones,  Payson,  and  Ken 
Kenney,  Salt  Lake  City,  com- 
mittee co-chairmen,  proposed  a 
plan  for  separating  the  five  di- 
visions within  IOC  into  self- 
governing  bodies. 

THIS  PROPOSAL  calls  for 
strengthening  a separation  pro- 
posal already  embodied  in  the 
IOC  constitution.  At  present 
each  group  may  determine 
policy  for  its  own  organizations, 
but  changes  in  the  documented 
IOC  rules  must  be  approved  by 
IOC  officers. 

The  new  plan  would  allow 
social  units,  geographicals,  de- 
partmentals,  religious  organiza- 
tions, and  musicals  to  draw  up 
their  own  codes  and  to  set  up 
their  own  courts  to  deal  with 
violations  within  the  group.

For  example,  one 
class  of  . organizations  should 
not  tell  another  what  it  is  to  do 
any  more  than  should  the  Secre- 


tary of  Defense  sit  in  judgment 
oh  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

• They  felt  that  social  units  in 
particular  would  have  less  dif- 
ficulty with  rule  violations  if 
they  were  allowed  to  draw  up 
their  own  rules  and  be  put  on 
their  honor  to  abide  by  them. 
They  said  a court  composed  of 
social  unit  members  would 
probably  deal  more  effectively 
with  violators  than  the  Penal 
Court  as  now  outlined.
